DOCTOR WARNS OF SUMMER 
DANGER OF FOOD POISONING 


Hot weather is the time when 
food poisoning is most likely to 
occur, Dr. J. Earl Smith, director 
of communicable disease control 
in the St. Louis health division, 
warned in a radio talk yesterday, 
urging “extreme care” in the prep- 
aration of all foods during the 
summer. 

He suggested prolonged cooking 
of foods and immediate refrigera- 
tion when cooked as a means of 
preventing bacteria growth. He 
pointed out that contaminated 
foods usually are not changed in 
appearance, taste or odor. iIm- 
proper canning, he warned, might 
result in the fatal food poisoning 
called botulism. He recommended 
the pressure cooker method as the 
“only practical, safe and effective 
method for canning  non-acid 
foods, such as vegetables, meat 
and fish.”

At 7:15 a. m., barge-borne in- 
fantry from destroyer transports 
first hit the beach east of Bosnek 
village.

The secondary landing was 
made at Cape Garfia, east of Bos- 
nek, to protect the righf flank of 
the beachhead. 

The Japanese fired antiaircraft 
guns from ridge positions behind 
the beach. The first and second 
waves drew enemy fire. 

By the time our planes arrived, 
the destroyers and cruisers which 
delivered the prelanding bombard- 
ment were firing into the hills. 

Apparently the ground forces 
found other enemy gun positions 
on a low wooded hill behind 
Mokmer.

The usual holiday mail schedule 
will be followed Tuesday by the 
St. Louis Postoffice, with one 
morning mail delivery and morn- 
ing and afternoon collections in 
business and residential districts. 
The Main Postoffice will remain 
open, but branches and substa- 
tions will close at noon. 

Col. J. Monroe Johnson, direc- 
tor of the Office of Defense Trans- 
portation, has appealed to all civil- 
ians to refrain from unnecessary 
railroad or bus travel during the 
holiday weekend so that members 
of the armed forces may not be 
denied furlough visits home. He 
pointed out that for many soldiers 
and sailors this weekend may be 
their last opportunity to visit their 
families before overseas invasion 
assignment. Elimination of all 
non-essential travel, he said, would 
“make this a really patriotic Me- 
morial day.”

By a Special Correspondent of the 
Post-Dispatch, 
SACRAMENTO, Cal., May 27. 
HE selection of Earl Warren as key- 
. noter for the Republican National Con- 
vention has been a source of consid- 
erable embarrassment to the California Gov- 
ernor whatever its compensating pleasures, 
For it has made him a natural target for 
all sorts of questions about domestic and 
world issues and the Governor, for the mo- 
ment, doesn’t want to answer such questions. 
This may be due to his feeling that he 
should emulate Governor Dewey and say 
nothing until he is tapped for whatever dis- 
tinction is in store for him. On the other 
hand it may express an uneasy sensation 
on Warren's part that he has arrived on 
the national political stage too soon. Like, 
other putative presidential and vice-presi-' 
dential candidates he may regard the fig- 
ures 1948 as more propitious than 1944. 
But whatever he feels the Governor 
won’t talk. He refuses to concede that he 
is a candidate for any national office and 
he refuses to discuss for publication any 
of the more pressing and controversial na- 
tional and international questions now be- 
fore the country. And last Wednesday he. 
sent letters to the California delegates to. 
the Republican National Convention asking 
that his name “be not presented to the con- 
vention as a candidate for any position.” 


Says He Wants to 
Stay in California. 


Nevertheless he is generally conceded to 
be the favorite by long odds for the Repub- 
lican vice-presidential nomination. A recent 
poll of Republican Senators gave him the 
lead by more than two to one, and other 
signs are plentiful. The chief reasons for this 
are obvious. He has demonstrated that he is 
a good vote getter-and he comes from Cal- 
ifornia. A Dewey-Warren ticket is good 
geographical and psychological teaming. 

At the same time Governor Warren is in 
the position of being a nominal candidate 
for the presidency, also, because under Cali- 
fornia procedure he heads the Republican 
delegation to the National Convention as the 
“favorite son” choice of California. He has 
said unofficially all along, however, that his 
action in accepting this position did not 
mean he was actually seeking the presidency 
or the vice-presidency. 

In fact, the day after he was named as 
keynoter Warren said: 

“IT have every intention of staying here 
in California the remainder of my term as 
Governor and, as most persons in public 
office do, probably will want to be re- 
elected.”

Gains in Public School Reading Campaign 


a clinic, a couple of assistants and told 
him to go ahead. Kottmeyer, an earnest 
young man, father of two youngsters of 
his own, and professionally trained in the 
problems of reading, worked long and 
hard. 

In a formal report to Hickey, Kott- 
meyer now finds little more than “sig- 
nificant’ progress. But wade through his 
sober prose and dig into his figures, ta- 
bles and graphs and you will find that 
this year, by the same tests as before, 
only one out of every six of the 3174 
white eighth-grade graduates can not 
read at high school level; only one in 
three of the colored, 


Differences Due 
To Social Factors. 


It should be explained that there is a 
reading differential of about two years 
between white and Negro children of the 
same school grade. It is believed that the 
colored children read less well than the 
white because of social factors in no way 
related to intelligence or abilities. Gen- 
erally, and always conceding exceptions, 
there is less reading and less to read in 
the Negro homes than in the white and 
this environmental factor cannot be 
minimized. 

As might have been expected since the 
Negroes had more room for improvement, 
they showed a greater rate of gain than 
did the whites. Whereas the colored 
city-wide figures for 1943 showed three 
out of five (60 per cent) eighth-gra@e 
graduates unable to read well enough for 


in three, or, more precisely, 38 per cent. 

In a different way, the statistics on 
white pupils are even more revealing. 
But before analyzing them, one must un- 
derstand that school reading ability tests 
—and there are 19 or 20 different tests 
or systems of testing—are based on what 
are believed to be practical standard. All 
are predicated on previous samplings to 
show what first-graders, second-graders, 
and so on up, actually can and are read- 
ing. The tests show merely whether the 
individual child is reading as well as, less 
well or better than the average for his 
age and grade. The tests are so far from 
theoretical that some educators, Kott- 
meyer among them, think the averages, 
or standards, are unnecessarily low. 


Thus, when the report shows, as it does, 
that the 3194 white eighth-graders of 
June, 1943, averaged at 8.77 in reading 
ability, it means that the average is .23 
less than 9, or the average for ninth- 
grade or first-year high school pupils. 


After three months of the campaign, 
last January, the St. Louis eighth-grade 
average for 2450 pupils had risen .11 to 
8.88. 

The average for the 3174 graduates 
next month (tested promptly at the vir- 
tual close of the year’s instruction) is 
9.15. This is .15 above the average for 
high school studies, This means a net 
gain of .38 since Hickey decided to do 
something and Kottmeyer did it. The 
time gain amounts to three and eight- 
tenths months of a 10-month school year.

So the Peoples May Know 


Freedom of world communications is one of the 
great fundamental freedoms for which the United 
States is preparing to fight at the green table 
around which, at the end of the war, the nations 
will try, for the second time in a quarter-century, 
to build a peace. 

The plans for freedom of communications which 
are being drawn up by the FCC, the State De- 
partment, the Navy Department and the Senate 
Interstate Commerce Committee affect every man, 
woman and child in this country. For upon these 
plans will depend, to a startling extent, what the 
other nations think of us, what we know about 
them, what kind of mutual trade we carry on. 

Freedom of communications means, to any 
country, freedom from propaganda which would 
mislead it or which would place it at a disadvan- 
tage in its dealings with other countries. As 
Richard L. Stokes, wrote in the Post-Dispatch: 
“For years, the charge is, Havas (French news 
agency) distorted the true picture of the United 
States in Latin America by permitting only dis- 
creditable news to pass. ... Reuters (British 
news agency) was accused of equal disservice to 
the United States in Europe, Japan and China.” 

Cartelistic abuse of news, turning it into propa- 
ganda for one country and against another, is 
possible only with cartelistic control of the sys- 
tem of communications. The right of people ev- 
erywhere to be accurately informed is, therefore, 
directly involved in the principle of equal access 
to communications, 

Freedom of communications is indispensable 
to freedom of trade. England's control of world 
communications, through ita monopolistic Cable 
& Wireless, Lid., is used as a trade weapon. 

Freedom of communications today has become 
an ideal that can be realized, after years of be- 
ing fought for futilely. It has been sought since, 
in 1874, it was set forth in the Treaty of Bern 
which established the International Postal Union. 
It was earnestly urged, but in vain, by American 
communications experts who accompanied Wilson 
to Versailles. Until now, no nation has had a big 
enough communications system of its own to 
stand up to England and demand freedom of 
communications for the world, Today there is 
one nation capable of so doing. 

That nation is the United States, and the ques- 
tion will be determined by our willingness or 
unwillingness for plain talk and plain action 
with our British ally in behalf of a principle we 
believe in with all our hearts. 

The magnificent communications network which 
the Signal Corps of the United States Army has 
built since Pearl Harbor is the instrument with 
which finally, if we will it, the shackles of com- 
munications cartelism can be struck from the 
world’s thinking and the world’s trade. Its size 
is a military secret, but it has been reported to 
dwarf not only the British system, but all the 
world’s pre-war systems combined. 

Whatever the details of the policy which we 
are now forming—for use in the current talks with 
the chairman of the Commonwealth Communica- 
tions Council, Sir Campbell Stuart, and for even- 
tual use at a conference table of all the nations 
—on the matter of principle we must stand firm, 

Americans are declaring clearly their devotion 
to the principle of freedom of communications, 
“The day has come,” says Carl Ackerman, Dean 
of the Graduate School of Journalism of Colum- 
bia University, “to unite in support of a Gov- 
ernment foreign policy which will insure inter- 
national freedom of communications.” Says Kent 
Cooper, executive director of the Associated Press: 
“One way to prevent another war is to guaran- 
tee in the peace treaty equal access to news all 
over the world by all peoples.” The chairman of 
the FCC, James L. Fly; the Director of Naval 
Communications, Rear Adm. Joseph R. Redman, 
and the chairman of the Senate subcommittee on 
international communications, Senator Wheeler, 
have spoken to the same effect and with the same 
measure of determination. 

Whatever the means by which it is achieved, 
the world’s communications must be made free. 
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A Text From Jeremiah 


Nazi spokesmen, for the moment of emergency, 
have relaxed their pagan attitude. Trying to 
hearten a nation subjected to all-out bomb at- 
tacks and facing an invasion of the Continent, 
they urge the people to turn to Bible-reading and 
other religious pursuits as a means of consolation. 

There is one Bible text, however, that no propa- 
gandist is going to recommend. It is in the Book 
of Jeremiah, 51:58, and it reads: 

Thus saith the Lord of hosts: The broad 
walls of Babylon shall be utterly broken, and 
her high gates shall be burned with fire; and 
the people shall labor in vain, and the folk in 
the fire, and they shall be weary. 

The Old Testament prophet was entirely. too 
accurate to provide any comfort for a German 


today. 
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Double-Talk on France 


The British position on Gen. De Gaulle, the Al- 
giers Committee, the Representative Consultative 
Assembly and the whole French provisional gov- 
ernment question ig as clear as the silhouette of 
an Alp. Downing Street is for them, Whitehall 
is for them. Commons is for them. So is the 
British press. 

Mr. Churchill in his speech of Wednesday 
seemed to yield to the uncompromising American 
stand on Gen. De Gaulle, a stand based on per- 
sonal feud rather than practical fact. Yet the 
basic truth that anything but a pro-De Gaulle 
position is unacceptable to the British themselves 
emerged in Mr. Eden’s statement to Commons the 
next day. Once again he granted, for Britain, 
what the Algiers Committee has sought from the 
beginning. Without calling it ¢ provisional gov- 
ernment, and despite the Prime Minister's ap- 
peasement of the State Department and Mr. Roose- 
velt, Mr. Eden designated it as “the French au- 
thority which will exercise leadership in France 
as her liberation proceeds.” : 

Authority means just one thing, in a diction- 
ary or out of it. The only other candidates for 
authority as France is liberated—authority to re- 
vive a paralyzed economy, keep order, set com- 
municationg in motion and eventually hold. elec- 
tions—are shameless Vichy and a military gov- 
ernment. Neither could be foisted off upon the 
gallant and long-suffering French without chaos. 
Mr. Churchill, the President and Mr. Eden all 
have said that Vichy is out of the question. And 
the Foreign Secretary disposed of the other a)- 
ternative Thursday: “There is not the least 
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intention in our minds of inflicting an AMG 
upon France or any Allied country whatsoever.” 

Mr, Churchill seems to have said one thing, 
and then permitted Mr. Eden to say another. No 
one enjoys the spectacle of statesmen, in time 
of acute political and military crisis and with 
the fate of an ally precariously balanced, engag- 
ing in double-talkk. Yet it is double-talk that 
the misty, impractical and tragic Roosevelt policy 
on De Gaulle has forced upon them. 
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A’ Vision of Tomorrow 

The wildest dream of Darius Green about what 
he would do with his flying machine comes true 
in today’s Pictures section of this newspaper. 

A composite aerial view of St. Louis as it might 
look to X-ray eyes from more than 16,000 feet is 
exciting enough in itself as brilliant photography. 
But that it makes visual for the first time a mas- 
ter program for this city’s preparation to meet 
the aviation developments of the future is some- 
thing to make the eyes of any citizen glisten. 

It can’t stay on paper. Tomorrow's airplanes 
can’t land on blueprints. If we intend to have 
three major airports and a network of 20 to 30 
small landing fields with 1500-foot runways to 
accommodate and encourage all types of flying, 
the challenge of this photograph must be ac- 
cepted now. The Airport Commission subcommit- 
tee on small fields surely has ready a report that 
can be acted upon at once, 

There are those who urge conservatism in es- 
timating the number of private planes that will 
be in use in the St. Louls area by 1950. The 
answer is in the readiness, for mass production, 
of spin-proof, fool-proof craft that will operate 
at 2 cents a mile, excluding parking costs, but in- 
cluding fuel, service and maintenance. Such 
planes will be in general use proportionate to 
the facilities made available to them. 

It is not assumed or even urged that the city 
build all the air parks St. Louis will need. For 
example, CAA funds fed through National Park 
Service could prepare for immediate use the Jef- 
ferson Memorial air strip on the riverfront. It 
is almost certain that there will be some Fed- 
eral expenditure for such purposes. There will 
still, as in the past, be private enterprise in the 
field. 

What ts important right now is that the Air- 
port Commission adopt a comprehensive master 
plan. It will be needed as a guide Yor all agen- 
cies—city, Federal, private and county—so that 
the greatest inducement to private flyers will be 
offered, zoning simplified and duplication in con- 
struction avoided.

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A Salute to “Dr. Facts” 


Bernard Baruch is an American who has de- 
served well of hig fellow-citizens. For his wise 
counsel to the Government in this war and the 
last on varied and vital problems, for his many 
philanthropies, for his willingness to give un- 
selfish and unpaid service whenever his wisdom 
is called upon, he has earned a nation’s thanks, 

Mr. Baruch’s outstanding role was formally 
recognized the other night at a dinner in New 
York, where he received the annual award of the 
Churchman, Protestant Episcopal journal, be- 
stowed annually for “distinguished service in the 
promotion of good will and better understand- 
ing among all peoples.” The tributes of the speak- 
ers—who included Justice Jackson, Secretary 
Forrestal, ‘Mobilization Director Byrnes, Under 
Secretary Patterson and former Rubber Director 
Jeffersa—were no less glowing than the terms 
of the award. 

With typical modesty, Mr. Baruch did not talk 
about himself in acknowledging the honor; he 
spoke about “a certain relative of mine—a rela- 
tive of yours”; namely, Uncle Sam. And what 
he said was more good counsel: a plea that after 
the war this nation use its great power justly 
and helpfully to co-operate in guiding the world 
into ways of permanent peace and prosperity. 

The elder statesman often called “Dr. Facts” 
proved again, at this testimonial occasion, that 
the nationwide admiration and respect for him 
is justified.

Limitations on “Free Enterprise” 


When business uses the catch phrase, it does not intend to ask for 


full liberty (which it has never had), speaker says; this would mean 
loss of many protective regulations it has come to value; idea of 


going back to conditions of 1929 or even of 1939 is “wistful hope.” 


From an Address by Mark Ethridge, Publisher of the Louisville Courier- 
Journal, at the Georgia Press Institute, Athens, Ga. 


Hardly anybody ever makes a speech 
that concerns the future these days with- 
out talking about free enterprise, but no- 
body has ever said what he meant by it. 
It has become one of those mysterious, 
marvelous cliches by which the miracle 
of the future will be unlocked and America’s 
prosperity guaranteed until the millennium 
comes, 


I have earnestly sought light on what is 
meant by free enterprise—by reading what 
the free enterprisers have written and 
listening to what they say. The most 
sensible statement that has been made, to 
my mind, came from Dr. Emerson P. 
Schmidt, economist for the United States 
Chamber of Commerce, who said: 


“After the war, we must determine 
whether private business is to resume its 
historic role of providing employment and 
output, or whether we will impose upon 
government these responsibilities and risk 
the loss of the great human values for 
which this country was founded—freedom 
from governmental compulsion of body and 
mind, 


“The economic climate favorable to ex- 
panded employment and output must be 
created simultaneously with the forward 
step of business.” 


Some Reasonable Hopes 


If what Dr. Schmidt means is that after 
the war, private business should have the 
fullest opportunity to demonstrate the ex- 
tent to which it can provide employment; 
all restrictions born of 
the war but unnecessary after the war is 
won should be removed; if he means that 
our whole tax system should be revised to 
the point that it makes sense and is low 
enough to be supported out of national 
income; if he means relative freedom for 
all types of business, big and little, without 
the restraints imposed upon little business 
by big business, then I am sympathetic. 


But my own feeling is that Dr. Schmidt 
is not speaking for any great number of 
those people who are talking about free 
enterprise. 


I wonder if he is speaking for the dairy 
interests who succeeded in getting put 
through Congress an internal tariff barrier, 
in the form of a penalty, against Southern 
oOleomargarine so that it could not compete 
with butter on a free market. 


I wonder if he is speaking for those 
interests which have succeeded in putting 
through the Interstate Commerce Commis- 
sion a system of freight rates which pen. 
nlizes the South 39 per cent on the average 
in class rates and other sections even more 
in comparison with the industrial East. 


Insurance Monopoly Fight 


I wonder if he is speaking for the South- 
eastern Underwriters’ Association, some of 
whose members were recently indicted in 
Atlanta, and for the insurance companies 
which, fearful that a decision of the United 
States Supreme Court will go against them, 
have been trying to get insurance regula- 
tion declared by Congress to be a state 
matter, although rates are fixed through 
regional bureaus. 

lL wonder if he is speaking for those 
brokers who still complain about regulation 
of the securities markets—regulation with- 
out which the brokers would be free to 


dump upon the American public every 
worthless wildcat stock they chose to sell. 


There ARE decent business men, many of 
them; there ARE intelligent business men, 
many of them. But too many of the decent 
and intelligent men have been caught up 
in the magic of a catch phrase which they 
think will get rid of Roosevelt and solve 
all their irritations at the same time. 


The plain, hard, simple truth is that the 
average man would have the pants literally 
scared off of him if by some form of 
abracadabra we could have this free enter- 
prise about which we talk, 


Business Never Unregulated 


The further plain, simple, hard truth ie 
that business has not been free in this 
generation to do what it has wanted to do 
and it will not be free in any generation 
that any of us will ever know. It has been 
regulated; it will be regulated until the end 
of time. It has been protected, too, which 
is more important, It eternally seeks favors 
from Congress; it will continue to seek 
them regardless of preachments about free 
enterprise. 


The logical end of free enterprise is the 
freedom to carry on international trade 
without any tariff barriers. How many 
American business men want that? 


There was a time when the property 
right was paramount; that time has gone. 
Our emphasis has changed to the human 
right, and the determination to protect it 
will be no whit less keen under any future 
president, Republican or Democrat. 


Does anybody argue that if private enter- 
prise is not able to provide employment, the 
Government must not do it? 


Does anybody delude himself into think- 
ing that if private capital is not risked to 
eliminate slums and provide the new homes 
that will be needed and wanted after the 
war, the Government will not continue 
Federal housing and the HOLO? 


Old Days Gone Forever 


Grant as much as you want that we have 
had bad administration of too many things 
the Government has undertaken to do, 
does anybody seriously propose that pri- 
vate enterprise shall take over—lock, stock 
and barrel, free of all restriction—the war- 
inflated economy which we have now, re- 
gardiess of how much unemployment it 
creates or what economic pattern comes 
out of it. The free enterpriser who thinks 
we can go back to 1929 or even to 1939 when 
this war is over is indulging the most wist- 
ful hope, 


Most of us believe in the capitalistic sys- 
tem; most of us believe in private enter- 
prise. But the quicker the free enterpris- 
ers learn that no matter how many times 
we change administrations, the capitalistic 
system and private enterprise must operate 
within the sphere of our philosophy of 
the regulation of business for the general 
good, with emphasis increasingly stronger 
on human rights, the better off they and 
the country will be.

Lessons for the Missouri Valley 
In Book on Land-Use Problem 


“Natural Principles of Land Use,” by Edward H. 
Graham. (Oxford University Press, New York.) 
Here is a book with an important mes- 

sage for residents of the Missour! River 
Valley, at a time when its leaders are at- 
tacking the problem of developing a suit- 
able program for managing land and water 
in this area. For this valley, it is highly ap- 
propriate that a book should appear just 
now pointing out how little attention peo- 
ple of our country have paid in the past to 
nature’s laws. 

“Rivers and streams in the United States 
frequently have been looked upon as con- 
venient places for the ready disposal of 
trash, sewage and other waste materials 
rather than as natural resources produc- 
tive of great material returns if given a 
degree of protection and some measure of 
thoughtful care,” says Mr. Graham, who 
is chief of the biology division of the Soil 
Conservation Service. “An individual's ef- 
forts to stop freshet and flood destruction 
are wasted unless stream channels are con- 
trolled for long distances, and the enffre 
watershed is protected by appropriate soil 
and water conservation measures.” 

_ . “ 


The book draws a broad picture of the 
natural principles that may be used as «a 
basis for sound land management. Like «a 
breeze blowing through the forests, it push- 
es aside the leafy foliage that has obscured 
vision and opens new vistas for the reader. 

Land management, as outlined here, may 
very conceivably be the most neglected field 
in the whole history of this continent. Of 
farm management for money-making, we 
have had plenty. The South has emascu- 
lated its soil with cotton and tobacco farm- 
ing; the Great Plains have become a “Dust 
Bowl”: here in the Middle West, where the 
soil’s fertility was a watchword, we have 
planted entirely too much corn on the same 
land year after year. 

United States history has been largely 2 
story of exploitation of natural resources 
without much thought of the future. In 
place of this system, the author would sub- 
stitute a “ministry of foresight.” 


“Is it not reasonable to suppose,” he 
asks, “that laws and regulations which 
promote the conservation of resources will 
help to build a new attitude toward the en- 
vironment in which we live? And from this 
may well develop a way of life as different 
from the prevailing one as that is differ- 
ent from cultures of the past.” 

Because of the many diverse and unex- 
pected subjects treated, the book should 
hold much interest for the casual reader 
as well as the serious student of agricul- 
ture. Always its emphasis is on the way 
in which nature co-ordinates and integrates 
various forms of plant, animal and soil life. 
The constant implication is that study of 
these natural principles can be helpful to 
practical men who will adapt their plans 
to basic natural principles. 

If the book seems a little more scholarly 
than popular, the reader will be amply com- 
pensated by the wealth of photographs 
that have been included to fllustrate the 
author’s views, DALE ETTOR.

Tough Motorized Divisions of 1944, With

The lessons of the Eastern front 
have been reflected in the rising 
proportion of infantry, .all mo- 
torized, in an armored division. 
Three years and a half ago, the 
figure was about 25 per cent. 
Last summer it had mounted to 
50 per cent. Today the ratio is 
even higher. The tank is no 
longer a bold hammer for smash- 
ing enemy lines. It skulks in 
ambush and lurks behind every 
possible cover. Its task, with in- 
fantry support, is to exploit 
breakthroughs accomplished by 
ground and air bombardment, 


At first there were twice as 
many light tanks as mediums in 
an armored division. Now there 
are three times as many mediums 
as light tanks. Moreover, in 1943, 
a battalion of field artillery was 
added, chiefly 105-mm, howitzers 
employed as tank destroyers. 


End of Horse Cavalry. 


At Fort Bliss the tourists of 
1940 were regaled with the spec- 
tacle of a division of horse cavalry 
galloping over sand dunes and de- 
livering dismounted cavalrymen 
and weapons to the battle line, It 
was admitted that the horse would 
never again charge enemy posi- 
tions, but certain terrains, it was 
argued, were more suited to 
equine mounts than to gasoline ve- 
hicles. 


At present scarcely a horse, or 
even a mule, is to be found 


veloped. The German radio, de- 
scribing it as a “Flying Battle- 
ship,” declares that two heavy 
cannon and 30 .50-caliber machine 
guns make it “a hard trial on the 
nerves of our pilots.” The great 
rival of the Fortress, the Consol- 
idated B-24 Liberator, first saw 
action over Britain a short time 
before Pearl Harbor. 


The Super-F ortress. 


On a tour of war plants In the 
spring of 1942, correspondents 
were shown through a giant new 
Boeing factory in a Western city 
—the largest they had visited save 
Willow Run. In strictest confi- 
dence they were told that it would 
be the incubator of a spectacular 
“Super-Fortress,” which one day 
would be famous as the B-29. 
According to information at pres- 
ent available, it is “a four-engine, 
very heavy bomber,” with 8800 
hersepower and four-bladed pro- 
pellers. It has “long range, high 
altitude, great bomb capacity, 
heavy armor and multiple-gun, 
power-operated turrets.” 

The evolution of the American 
medium bomber is exemplified by 
the North American B-25 Mitchell. 
An early version, of the type 
which raided Tokyo, was armed 
with five .50-caliber machine guns, 
plus one 75-mm. cannon fixed at 
the left front of the fuselage. Its 
load of bombs is greater than that 
of the Fortress, though it cannot 
bear them so high or far. All in 
all, the newest Mitchell is de- 
scribed as “the most compact bit 
of deviltry now on wings.” It has 
leak-proof tanks and armor for all 
members at battle stations.

Philippine Air Defense. 

On the morning of Dec. 7 
1941, the air defense of the Phil- 
ippines consisted of 14 obsolete) 
P-26s, with an exhaust resembling 
that of an outboard motor; 18 
Seversky P-35s, ancestors of the 
present Thunderbolt; 18 P-40Bs; 
54 P-40Es; eight A-27 attack 
bombers, only two of which could 
leave the ground; a few out- 
dated B-10e, 11 3B-18s, feebly 
gunned and armored; and 33 
early model Fortresses.

The lessons of the Battle of 
Britain having been ignored, it 
was not until the summer of 1942 
that the Army began putting mod- 
ern, high-altitude fighters in the 
air. There are now three of these, 
all in the class of 400 miles an 
hour or better, and all with sub- 
stratosphere ceilings.

In November, 1940, the Army’s 
sole craft of the glider type was 
a trainer, the TG-2, which 
weighed 480 pounds and could lift 
two men into the air, if their com- 
bined weight did not exceed 380 
pounds. The newest military glider, 
cast for a leading role in the in- 
vasion, is the CG~-13. It will bear 
34 soldiers with full equipment, 
or a one and one-half ton truck or 
a jeep plus a 75-mm. cannon, It 
weighs 8000 pounds and can lift 
8009 pounds more. 


Rise in Airborne Infantry. 


During the 1940 tour, the Army 
proudly displayed its first para- 
chute troops at Fort Benning. 
They numbered one battalion. At 
that time there was not so much 
as a hint of airborne infantry. To- 
day, during single operations in 
minor theaters, paratroopers are 
jumping by many scores of plane- 
loads, while airborne infantry is 
rated by divisions.

“Watch the enemy. ... Note when 
they come and go, and the direc- 
tion in which they are going.” 

And again, he says: “The loca- 
tion of headquarters and signal 
stations is especially important. 
Note the times and routes of dis- 
patch riders and whether they go 
singly or escorted.” The Germans 
must depend very largely on dis- 
positions to be taken after they 
have learned where we are at- 
tacking. Till then, they must sit 
and wait, in positions of readi- 
ness. They cannot know where 
we are going to strike. Therefore 
it is of vital importance to us to 
dislocate their system for sending 
orders and receiving reports. If 
headquarters of varying degrees 
of importance can be knocked 
out, either by sudden attack by 
underground detachments, or by 
parachutists guided by wunder- 
ground personnel, we shal] have a 
great advantage. Even if the 
Germang are compelled to put 
strong guards over their head- 
quarters in order to prevent such 
happenings, there is something 
gained. Soldiers guarding a head- 
quarters are not fighting our men 
on the beaches. 


Wires can be cut. Grenades can 
be thrown at radio stations and 
headquarters buildings. Camou- 
flaged headquarters and radio sta-_ 
tions can be discovered. Dispatch 
riders can be ambushed. Wires 
can be tapped, and information 
obtained or false messages sent 
to confuse the enemy. There is 
almost no end to the trouble that 
can be caused the enemy in this 
way. And our own troops can 
be aided by si flares and 
other pyrotechnics by night, 
panels laid on the ground by day. 

These are only a few of the 
ways in which the underground 
can help our invading forces. 
Their help may make a great deal 
of difference. Indeed, in many 
cases it may make the difference 
between success and failure.

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REPUBLIGANS SAY 
“ADMINISTRATION 
TRIED TO COVERUP 


Two on Committee Reply 
to Truman Who Said 
G. O. P. Is Using Dem- 


ocrats’ Findings. 


WASHINGTON, May 27 (AP).— 
Two Republican members de- 
clared today that the Administra- 
tion had attempted to call off in- 
quiries by the Truman War Inves- 
tigation Committee in several in- 
stances “where it appeared that 
politically damaging evidence or 
findings were to be made public.” 

This statement was made by 
Senator Ball of Minnesota and 
concurred in by Senator Ferguson 
of Michigan as a result of an as- 
sertion by Chairman Truman of 
Missouri in a speech to Con- 
necticut Democrats Friday night 
that Republicans were making, po- 
litical use of Administration mis- 
takes uncovered by the Democrats 
themselves through the commit- 


tee. 

“The implication that the Dem- 
ocrats on the committee did all 
the investigation is, of course, 
wrong on its face,” Ball said. 
“Likewise, his assertion that the 
Administration has always co-op- 
erated 100 per cent is not cor- 
rect. 

“On the whole, we have had 
good co-operation from the armed 
forces, but there have been sever- 
al instances where the Adminis- 
tration has, attempted to call off 
the committee when it appeared 
tha politically damaging evidence 
or findings were to be made pub- 
lic.” . 

Agreeing with Ball that there 
had been attempts to halt some 
inquiries, Ferguson said that as a 
member of the committee he had 
found “no tendency on the part 
of the Government and the agen- 
cies involved to make any real in- 
vestigation of mistakes in the war 
effort.” | 

“It has been up to the commit- 
tee to get the facts and on many 
occasions it has done so with 
great difficulty,” Ferguson - said.

“We need planning in this coun- 
try, but not the kind of planning 
which will undermine the econom- 
ic system of free enterprise which 
has proven itself more capable in 
this emergency, than any on 
earth.” ; 

But note the qualifications that 
Girdler makes in the following: 
“When I advocate the removal of 
unnecessary government restric- 
tion upon business, I mean war 
restrictions of any nature unneces- 
sary for the protection of the pub- 
lic interest. I do not, of course, 
for a foment believe that we 
should, or could, relieve industry 
from all regulatory measures. We 
are living in a complex world. 
There are certain areas in which 
the national welfare requires gov- 
ernment regulation of economic 
activities even in peacetime. But 
these regulations should be those 
of an umpire, or even of a traffic 
policeman, ... 

“One grave danger in the offing 
is the persistence of pressure 
groups. vying with each other for 
special government favors and 
handouts. Some business groups 
in the past have not been without 
sin in that respect. And the price 
of every government favor is in- 
creased government control. ... 

“I say cut postwar taxes to a 
reasonable basis, thus bolstering 
the expansion incentive and creat- 
ing jobs in industry. And I don’t 
mean jobs at low wages, because 
wages will remain high.” 

Dr. Dow’s Views. 

Perhaps Dr. Willard H. Dow, 
president of the Dow Chemical 
Company, the country’s largest 
producer of magnesium, should be 
placed to the right of Girdler. He 
said in a recent address: 

“Everyone seems to have gone 
overboard for free enterprise. But 
it appears that the securing of 
free enterprise is a very compli- 
cated matter, and I should hate 
to be given the task of reducing 
some of the prescriptions I read 
to an algebraic formula. ‘Frée en- 
terprise’, if it is to be anything 
but a name, is not a permitted 
Jway of business. It arises out, of 
an absence of a permitted way of 
business. ... 

“We are in an era of controlled 
economy, it is said, and for the 
purposés of this evening I will 
grant, that these controls are 
needed for the war. We are be- 
ing told that controls are not in 
the American spirit, but that we 
-must ease out of them and that 
chaos would follow their sudden 
ending. Some of those who advise 
us to go slowly have records of 
achievements in business and fi- 
mance and therefore would seem 
to speak out of experience, 

“But by the very nature of our 
present controls we cannot ease 
out of them. We can only ease 
into permanent control and the 
kind of society in which the in- 
dividual never has a chance to ex- 
press himself... . 

“Although control is not a harsh 
word, economic contro] by its very 
nature must be harsh, because 
really it means the substituting of 
bureaucratic discretion and in the 
end the individtal must be de- 
prived of his responsibility and his 
dignity. We shall have to decide 
whether we want to be Americans 
and have government of our own 
choosing or be something else. 
There is no half-way point in hw 
man dignity and responsibility. It 
either is or is not.”

nians of his integrity and political 
honesty. | 

These qualities, of course, are 
possessed by many fine citizens 
who never get anywhere political- 
ly. Earl Warren, in addition to 
generally conceded integrity, also 
has his warm, friendly nature and 
a great capacity for work plus a 
a painstaking mind. 

He likes to tell the publishers 
of the State that he started his 
career as a newspaper boy, and 
that he used to deliver papers on 
a burro for thé Bakersfield Cali- 
fornian. He also was a cal] boy for 
the railroad, his father having 
been a railroad man. Earl was 
born in Los Angeles March 19, 
1891, and is proud of being a “na- 
tive son.” He also is proud of his 
wife and six children, who have 
consistently enhanced his popu- 
larity. 

He worked his way through the 
University of California and after 
getting his law degree, started 
practice when he was 23. But poli- 
tics began to come his way early. 
At 28, he was clerk of the Ju- 
diciary Committee of the Legisla- 
ture and in the same year he be- 
came Deputy City Attorney of 
Oakland. In 1924, at the age of 
33, he was elected District At- 
torney of Alameda County, the job 
he held continuously to 1938 when 
he was chosen State Attorney Gen- 
eral, 


Works With Legislature, 


In Oakland during these years 
he made many friends, but none 
as loyal and helpful as Joseph 
Knowland, the publisher of the 
conservative Republican Oakland 
Tribune. Young Bill Knowland 
also was his confidant and sup- 
porter. The two Knowlands have 
always been considered as War- 
ren’s most highly regarded ad- 
visers. 


The Governor, however, is gen- 
erally credited with having a mind 
of his own. This quality has led 
to the complaint by some legisla- 
tors that he is bull-headed. As 
against this his friends point to 
his record of accomplishment in 
concert with the Legislature since 
he has been Governor. They also 
recite how he can be seen early 
in the morning when the Legisla- 
ture is in session, up on the floor 
of the Assembly or in the corri- 
dors talking over in interested 
fashion the particular problems of 
the day. 

They say he’s a human Gover- 
nor who gets things done by un- 
derstanding the task and the men 
with whom he is dealing. 

Warren needs all these qualities 
for political life, because as a 
public speaker he has never been 
impressive. He makes a deliber- 
ate, factual, uninspiring talk and 
keeps hammering away at what 
he considers the vulnerable flanks 
of the opposition. Sometimes this 
is quite effective, though never as 
exciting as oratory. He is senti- 
mental but avoids pseudo-patriot- 
ism. He has never, in all his polit- 
ical life, made the eagle scream. 

Lately he has improved consid- 
erably as a speaker. He made a 
good impression at the Mackinac 
Republican Conference last Sep- 
tember and has developed the 
ability to ad lib very effectively. 

Variety of Interests. 

The delegation to the Republl- 
can National Convention which 
Warren will head includes a wide 
variety of California interests. 
That variety is generally held to 
be the explanation of his thus far 
successful public career. 

It has often been said that it 
was the Democrats who in reality 
elected Warren Governor. Accord- 
ing to the figures, this was at 
least partly true. Registered in 
the State for the November, 1942, 
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publicans, the tally being 2,300,206 
to 1,370,069. The final official 
count in Warren’s contest with 
Democratic Gov. Culbert L. Olson 
wag 1,275,287 to 932,995. Warren 
thus got within 95,000 of the en- 
tire Republican registration in the 
State, which indicated that a 
very large Democratic element had 
turned against the Olson “Little 


|New Deal.” This, for that matter, 


had been demonstrated previous- 
ly in the August primaries when 
Warren, running on both tickets, 
as California Jaw permits, received 
a total of 1,040,003 votes to Olson’s 
513,144 Democratic votes. Olson 
did not run on the Republican 
ticket. 

The Warren victory in Novem- 
ber was impressive when all the 
circumstances surrounding it are 
considered. He gave every ap- 
pearance of not wanting to run 
in the first place. Some of his in- 
fluential supporters claim that it 
took “a lot of powerful persuad- 
ing” to get him in the race. War- 
ren was* happy in the Attorney 
General’s job which he had won 
in 1938 by being nominated on 
both the Republican and Demo- 
cratic tickets at the primaries. 
His re-election was assured. He 
had six children to think about. 

He finally gave in and consent- 
ed to run because all advisors 
agreed he wgs the only man who 
could beat v. Olson, 

There was popular dissatisfac- 
tion, but nobody could judge its 
extent, when measured against the 
undeniably tremendous power of 
the Olson following, and the war- 
born prosperity by which millions 
of dollars were being rolled into 
the State coffers, and for which 
Gov. Olson was seeking to take 
personal credit. 


Not Sensational Campaign. 


Warren’s campaign was not 
sensational. His speeches were not 
ringing challenges, but consisted 
largely of promises that he would 
conduct a government in behalf 
of “everyone” instead of a “par- 
ticular class or faction.” He in- 
sisted that he was running as a 
true nonpartisan. 

He also stressed the need for an 
immediate and vigorous military 
preparedness in California to meet 
the then serious menace of the 
Japs to the coast. 

Aside from automatic Republl- 
cans whose backing was sure, he 
was supported by many conserva- 
tive Democrats throughout Cali- 
fornia. Men who had never taken 
part in any active political cam- 
paign emerged as Warren work- 
ers. Some progressives came to 
his camp. Negroes offered their 
services. Union leaders joined the 
fray. 

Rex Hardy, Democratic leader 
of Los Angeles, went into the lists 
for Warren. Raymond L. Haight, 
Progressive party nominee for 
Governor in 1938, became chair- 
man of the Warren-for-Governor 
Non-partisan Committee. Charles 
W. Real, vice-president of the Cal- 
ifornia State Federation of Labor, 
joined in a state-wide radio cam- 
paign. Negro leaders were active 
for Warren, 

In Los Angeles, Gordon T. 
Campbell, Harvy 8S. Mudd, and 
Lioyd Wright, civic leaders, none 
of whom had ever participated 
publicly in politics, proferred their 
services and accepted responsible 
campaign positions.

There are many forms of trans- 
portation. Do we need at gov- 
ernment expense to add to them?

JAPS. WITH MORTARS 


Pvts. Silverberg, Zika in 
Unit Firing 14,000 Rounds 
to Clear Out Jungle.

WITH UNITED STATES 
FORCES ON BOUGAINVILLE, 
May 10 (by mail).—Two St. Louis- 
ans, Pfc. Melvin Silverger, 5654 
Easton avenue, and Pfc. Richard 
E. Zika, 3132 Nebraska avenue, 
were attached to units firing 
8lmm mortars during the Jap- 
anese Mass attacks on our perim- 
eter defenses at Empress Au- 
gusta Bay, and helped to prove 
the deadly effectiveness of these 
short-range weapons in account- 
ing for hundreds of attackers and 
clearing jungle areas. 

The mortars, placed behind Hill 
700, lobbed shells over the crest 
of the hill directly in front of our 
defense lines, and cleared areas 
sufficiently to give our infantry 
manning pillboxes a chance to see 
their targets before the Japanese 
could approach close enough for 
a rush. 

Pfc. Silverberg, who is in charge 
of a mortar squad, said the men 
occupied positions that were fair- 
ly well protected and only occa- 
sionally found it necessary to 
dodge Japanese shells, 

“We fired something like 14,000 
rounds of mortar stuff in a single 
week,” he said. “That may not 
seem impressive, but the road was 
incomplete at the time and we 
had to lug our ammunition in by 
hand. Cases holding six light 
shells weigh 52 pounds; those hold- 
ing three heavy shells weigh 45 
pounds. That means some carry- 
ing. 

“They tell us the mortars killed 
about 1000 Japs. I can’t vouch for 
the number, but judging by the 
sound on the other side of the hill 
we raised general hell.” 

Pfc. Zika said one Japanese 
mortar shell burst near him and 
was followed by another, which 
failed to explode. 

“It landed close,” Pfc. Zika said, 
“and as far as I am concerned, 
looking at a shell that’s lying a 
few feet from you after popping 
right out of the sky, and that you 
know packs enough wallop to blow 
you to mincemeat, is all the ex- 
citement I want.” 

Pfc. Zika, 22 years old, was em- 
ployed as a grinder’s assistant at 
the Pittsburgh-Erie Saw Corpora- 
tion before enlisting 18 months 
ago. Pfc. Silverberg, 30, attended 
Soldan High School and was em- 
ployed by an auto supply concern 
before joining the Army two and 
a half years ago.

Think He's Funny

NEW YORK, May 27. 


OBERT BENCHLEY was pouring--not tea, but Tom Col- 
R linses. He was fetchingly attired in an old bootblack’s 

apron. This black apron caught his fancy once when he 
was getting his shoes shined in Switzerland. 

So now, when stirring up 
a few snorts, he harnesses 
himself into it. As he 
sloshed about, I elected to 
remind him of one of his 
famous lines, “I must get 
out of these wet clothes and 
into a dry martini.” 

“That's not my line,” he 
said. He had settled down 
now into an easy chair in 
his hotel suite, with the 
bootblack’s apron still on. 

It was the first of his 
many efforts during the in- 
terview to deny he is a great 
humorist. All he did was 
knock Benchley. Down with 
Benchley! 

What a lousy humorist, 
movie actor and radio actor 
Benchley is! He said, quite 
gravely, that the martini line 

HE DID WAS KNOCK HIM- came from somebody’s col- 

SELF. ae 

He'd read it there, repeated it, and this columnist had 
reprinted it—and credited it to him! A likely story! I swal- 
lowed it at first, but pretty soon it turned out Benchley hadn't 
ever done anything worth while, so I got to wondering.

“ME A SUCCESS on the radio?” He winced. “Oh, no, 
“lm not! I hate to be funny on the radio, I can stink 
up a small-room, but to stink up a whole nation—you 
shouldn't do that unless you're broke. Well, I was, and 
like a sucker my secretary goes and pays people money 
I owe, so I have to do more radio. It’s horrible next day. 
Your friends say, ‘I heard you on the air last night.” They 
look éver your shoulder and say ‘Hi, Joe,’ to somebody to 
avoid your eye. ‘Well,’ they say, ‘my mother likes you.’ 
And in movies I’m bad, too. I didn’t review shows 20 years 
for nothing. When I’m doing it I think ‘Boy, am I com- 
ical!’ Then when I see it, I know it’s just a jerk up there 
who shouldn’t be acting.”

@ THEN HE CONFESSED HE HASN’T written for four 
years. His two recent books were collections of earlier stuff. 

“I just got so sick of Benchley’s stuff!” he explained. 

His readers don't share that view. Remember the Uncle 
Edith Christmas story, with Uncle Edith saying to golden- 
haired Marian, 3, “Now be quiet or Uncle Edith will give you 
a great big abrasion on the forehead?” 

Or his nonsense line, “I would like to take this way of 
announcing to my hundreds, nay dozens, of friends...” Or 
his grimly serious speech, “Is life made too easy for the youth 
of today? Are we raising a generation of pampered dawdlers? 
What is that on your necktie?” 

He wrote that he belonged to an “exclusive set (no diph- 
theria allowed)” and that because of his habit of spitting at 
people at parties, he was usually known as Sweet Old Bob, 
“or sometimes just the initials.”

@ DOROTHY PARKER PHONED Benchley while I was 
there. It concerned when they would meet. “I have to do 
that thing you know,” he said, thing being the radio. That 
brought up a lot ... when they were on Vanity Fair, Pub- 
lisher Conde Nast forbade employes to speculate about sal- 
aries, so they promptly wore big placards, “27.50 per,” around 
their necks. 

Frank Case, proprietor of the Algonquin, says when he vis- 
ited Benchley’s home once for a weekend, he found some in- 
teresting towels, sheets and pillow cases in his room—they 
were all from the Algonquin.

Hes Always Tuning in the Enemy 


Edwin Alderman Listens for News of U. S. Prisoners of War and Relays Word to Their Families.

DAYTON, O., May 27. 


NE night in the spring of 
0 1942, shortly after war started, 

Edwin E. Alderman, Dayton 
salesmanager who was convalesc- 
ing from a serious illness, got out 
of bed to listen to the radio for 
a while. Experimenting with the 
short wave equipment he hap- 
pened to get a Japanese broadcast 
and heard the voices of some 
American service men, prisoners 
of the Japanese. He wondered if 
the families of these men knew 
they were alive and well,” even 
though prisoners, and on an jm- 
pulse, he sent out several postal 
cards, 

The response was 'prompt and 
grateful. He began listening to a 
few more foreign broadcasts, send- 
ing out a few more cards. That 
was the beginning of Alderman’s 
amazing contribution to home 
front morale, a service: which has 
grown until now he spends 15 to 
18 hours a day, listening to broad- 
casts and relaying messages from 
prisoners of war to anxious fami- 
lies, He has notified the families 
of almost 6000 men, in many cases 
before they have had any word 
from the War Department, al- 
though since January of this year, 
the Governmént has inaugurated a 
similar listening service. Alder- 
man’s service is especially amaz- 
ing becatse he receives nothing for 
it except the satisfaction of read- 
ing the 65 or 75 fan letters he re- 
ceives each day. 

“I think I’ve notified families in 
every town and village in the Unit- 
ed States,” says Alderman, a tall, 
lanky man who looks a little bit 
like Raymond Massey portraying 
Abe Lincoln. “I've satisfied many 
a family who's spent a lot of money 
on cablegrams and messages, yet 
hadn’t heard a word of news since 
the fall of Bataan. 

“Just recently I picked up news 
of a fellow who'd been missing for 
two years. He was a lieutenant- 
commander in the Navy and his 
family lived in Indiana, not far 
from here, so I phoned them. The 
mother at first thought someone 
was playing a joke on her, When 
she realized the truth she 
screamed and cried and called the 
whole family to the phone, I had 
to talk to all of them before I got 
through. 


“IT could sit here and tell you 
dramatics by the hour. I’ve re- 
layed news of 3588 prisoners of 
Germany, and,almost ag many 
Japanese prisoners. I've picked: 
up messages from every  high- 
ranking officer on Bataan and 
Corregidor with the exception of 
Gen, Wainwright. 

“If I haven't done anything else 
I've saved the life of one man. I 
sent an air mail letter to the post- 
master in a smal] Vermont town 
asking him to notify a local fam- 
ily that their boy was safe. The 
postmaster read the letter, knew 
the boy’s father was dying, so he 
rushed like Paul Revere to their 
home. The doctor said the man 
was unconscious, wouldn’t last 
long, but he’d try to bring him 
around to hear the message, They 
said a look of determination came 
into the man’s face as he heard 
the message, a will to live and see 
his son. When the postmaster 
wrote to me, the man was recov- 
ering. He said, ‘This whole town 
thinks God has acted through 
you.’

LDERMAN has a wide cor- 
A responaing acquaintance with 
postmasters because he has 
had to enlist their help so many 
times to locate families of prison- 
ers. Sometimes the program fades 


‘before he hears the complete ad- 


dress, other times the family has 
moved away, and Alderman has to 
track them down. 

“To show you what persistence 
will do,” he said, “one night the 
Berlin broadcast kept fading in 
and out, I got the name of a fam- 
ily in Columbia, Something. I 
couldn't get the state. I wrote to 
postmasters in several Columbias, 
with no results. I got mad, so I 
got out my Postal Guide and sent 
cards to the postmaster of every 
Columbia in the country, One post- 
master, in Columbia, 8S. C., put a 
notice in the paper and one wom- 
an who read it remembered that 
the man’s wife had stayed there 
temporarily and now lHved in 
Texas. They .located the woman 
and she called me at four in the 
morning.” 

Alderman’s day normally begins 
at 4 a. m. when he gets up to

Alderman uses a “doctored up” 
standard radio set, which is in- 
stalled in the living room of his 
fourth floor apartment at 434 
Grand avenue, Dayton. 

There are numerous difficulties 
in getting full information. Pro- 
grams fade, or are “jammed” by 
Allied stations. The Russians 
make especially effective use of a 
little music box to jam German 
propaganda broadcasts.

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Bedeviling the Mikados Men 
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How Wingate's Small Force of Daring Raiders Spread Panic Throughout All Northern Burma 


By Charles J. Rolo 


This is the eighth installment from 

the book, "Wingate's Raiders," 

which relates the adventures of the 
late Major General Orde Wingate 

(then a Brigadier) and his men in 

their battles against the Japanese 

in the heart of the Burma jungle. 

Gen. Wingate was killed several 

months ago in a plene crash near 

the India-Burma border. 

T tne rail line without sighting 

a Jap. Nankan station was 
completely deserted. All around 
were scattered great teak logs and 
debris from the 1942 retreat — 
magazine pouches, tin cans, 
smashed equipment and a rusty 
crippled jeep. On a siding stood 
trucks riddled with bullet holes 
and a blown-up locomotive rested 
grotesquely on its side. The sta- 
tion was situated in a small area 
of completely open ground, Two 
hundred yards north of it, sur- 
reunded by jungle palms, was a 
Burmese village. The Japs were 
based in some strength at Indaw, 
25 milestothe north and Wuntho 
10 miles south. The new motor 
road from Indaw to Wuntho cut 
across the railway line just beside 
the station. Maj, Calvert fixed a 
rendezvous several miles southeast 
of the railway, then disposed his 
force as follows: 

The demolition crews—No. 1 
party under Calvert himself and 
No, 2 party under Capt. George 
Silcock—moved on to the railway 
at 12:45 p. m., three miles on ei- 
ther side of the station, and start- 
ed working. their way in, laying 
charges as they went. No. 3 party, 
the weakest, which consisted of 
the mule leaders, the mules and 
Flossie the elephant, marched 
through the station into cover bv 
a stream in the jungle on th— 
southeast side of the line. No. 4, 
armed with a Bren gun and an 
antitank rifle, took up a position 
half a mile to the north to watch 
the motor road from Indaw. 
No. 5 under. Capt. Mackenzie was 
stationed on both sides of the 
motor road where it crossed the 
stream two miles due south of the 
station; it was equipped with a 
Bren gun, antitank rifle and 
ruines to hold off a Jap attack 
from Wuntho, No, 6, the keep-in- 
touch party, was made up of Capt. 
Taffy Griffiths with a section of 
Burma Rifles and Flight Lieu- 
tenant Thompson with the wire- 
less sets. 

The villagers came out to have 
a look at the Chindits, and started 
chatting with the Burma Rifles 
about recent train movements and 


HE Chindits came out on to 


conditions in the neighborhood. 
Everything was extraordinarily 
peaceful.- Thompson started en- 


coding a message to base calling 
on the R. A. F. to bomb targets 
at Naba, Indaw and Wuntho. He 
looked at his watch: it was exact- 
ly 1:14. At 1:15 the battle of 
Nankan. was under way. 

Subadar (Warrant Officer) Kum 
Singh Gurung, the Gurkha officer 
in command of No, 4 party de- 
tailed to watch the motor road to 
the north, had posted his men on 
the edge of the jungle on either 
side of the road. Two truckloads 
of Jap troops came lumbering 
down from Indaw head on into 
Subadar Kum Singh's ambush. 
The first burst of fire from his 
antitank rifle killed half a dozen 
Japs as they jumped out of the 
trucks. But reinforcements ar- 
rived and Kum Singh was heavily 
outnumbered, He knew that if 
the Japs got past him the work 
of the demolition squads on the 
railway would be seriously jeopard- 
ized. Holding the enemy off with 
a deadly curtain of fire he sent a 
runner back to No. 6 party for re- 
inforcements. 

* 
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T AFFY GRIFFITHS immediate- 
ly joined Kum Singh with his 
Burma Rifles, sending a run- 

ner to inform Calvert of what had 

happened and another to No. 2 

party to ask Capt. Silcock if he 

could release a section. Mean- 
while Thompson loaded the wire- 
less sets, which were right in the 
open, onto the mules and moved 
them across the railway into the 

jungle to the south where No, 3 

party had taken cover, 

All afternoon Subadar Kum 
Singh held his ground. Around 
3:30 there was a serfes of terrific 
explosions as Calvert and Silcock 
detonated their charges on the 
railway. They had mined the line 
in 75 places, Then the demolition 
groups went to work on the steel 
bridges. The biggest, with a 100- 
foot span, took 45 minutes to 
mine, the two slightly smaller 
ones about half an hour apiece. 
Calvert and Silcock guessed that 
the -Japs, accustomed to almost 
daily R. A. F. sweeps over Burma, 
would be well equipped with re- 
placement girders. Accordingly, 
they blew up the brick-topped 
abutments into which the girders 
had to be fitted, drilling holes in 
the stone and planting heavy 
charges in them. The abutments 
themselves would take months to 
rebuild. Before the demolition 
squads had finished, they ran out 
of gelignite and fell back on am- 
monal, which did the job just as 
effectively. 

In the north, Kum Singh and 
Griffiths had been forced to give 
ground and the Japs were en- 
sconced in the village, whose in- 
habitants had fled at the first 
sound of gunfire. Calvert's party, 
working its way back to the sta- 
tion from the southwest, was left 
with a 60-foot span bridge over a 
stream when the enemy started to 
rake the bridge with machine-gun 
fire from an armored car that had 
come down. to reinforce the first two 
truckloads of troops ambushed by 
No. 4 party. Corp. Day and an- 
other of Calvert’s men crawled 
onto the bridge, laid their charges 
under fire, and make a dash for 
cover on the other side. Neither of 
them was hit. It was now 4:30 
and the demolition groups had

been working three and three- 
quarter hours. Six miles of, rail- 
way and three bridges were a 
complete shambles. 

At this point Cpl. Day suddenly 
yelled to Calvert: “Look what’s 
coming, sir!” Down the track 
leading from the mountains out 
onto the railway trudged a party 
of 50 British soldiers. Their lead- 
er was Capt. Erik Petersen, a 
Free Dane officer in the British 
Army. They had lost contact with 
their column, Maj. Gilkes’, Peter- 
sen explained, and had marched 
for three days on banana palms, 
jungle roots, and a few handfuls 
of uncooked rice, Exhausted as 
they were, they constituted a use- 


ful reinforcement. 
o.. 
& the succe8s of operations on 
the railway, decided to attack 
the Japs. He deployed his men in 
battle formation, laid on his mor- 
tars, and opened up with a ter- 
rific burst of fire. The first mor- 
tar bomb scored a bull's eye on 
one of the enemy trucks, and the 
Japs didn’t wait for any more. 
They broke and fled northward 
into the jungle, leaving behind a 
pile of dead. Calvert sent orders 
to all sections to push off to the 
rendezvous. No, 5 party planted 
booby traps along the motor road, 
(On the return journey Calvert’s 
men discovered that these booby 
traps had blown up a Jap truck 
and tankétte.) At the rendezvous 
Calvert stopped for food and tea 
and took a roll call. The force 
had not suffered a single casualty, 
Subadar Kum Singh was after- 
wards awarded the Indian Dis- 
tinguished Service Medal for the 
skill and courage with which his 
party covered the demolitions on 
the railway. 

That night Thompson finished 
encoding the message, which had 
been interrupted at Nankan, call- 
ing on the R. A. F. to bomb Naba, 
Indaw, and Wuntho. He also wire- 
lessed a full report of operations 
on the railway to Brigade Head- 
quarters. Back came a two-word 
message from the Brigadier, 
which for a minute had them com- 
pletely stumped. Thompson was 
racking his brain for a two-word 
quotation from the Bible, when 
Calvert exclaimed, “I’ve got it.” 
It was an expression Wingate had 
used any number of times to con- 
gratulate a column during the 
training period. The message said: 
“Nice work’—in Arabic. 

The date of the attack on the 
railway was March 6—Calvert’s 
thirtieth birthday. “Well, Bob,” he 
remarked to Thompson as they 
pushed off, “that was a hell of a 
good party.” Several months later 
Calvert received his birthday pres- 
ent—the Distinguished Service Or- 
der, one of the highest decorations 
in the British Army. - 

Ten miles to the north of Cal- 
vert, Maj. Bernard Fergusson’s 
column had been detailed to de- 
stroy the strategic Bonchaung 
Gorge bridge. Fergusson was the 
son of a former Governor Gen- 
eral of New Zealand. Tall, slim, 
aristocratic-looking, with a jaunty

light brown beard and a monocle 
that never left his eye—he had 
three new ones dropped to him 
during the campaign Fergusson 
typified the traditional career di- 
plomat. He had the talents, too, 
of a diplomat; he was a brilliant 
conversationalist and a _ polished 
and witty writer, a regular con- 
tributor in peacetime to “Punch” 
and “Blackwoods.” But by profes- 
sion Fergusson was a soldier—an 
officer in the Black Watch; and 
by inclination a fighter. He had 
thrown up a comfortable lieutenant 


colonelcy on Wavell’s staff for 
this chance to singe the Mikado’s 
beard, and earlier had _= distin- 
guished himself in the Libyan 
campaign,

ERGUSSON'S column marched 
F 300 miles with scarcely a break 

when Wingate ordered the at- 
tack on the railway. In just un- 
der three days he led his men over 
the last critical stretch to the 
Bonchaung Gorge, between Nan- 
kan and Indaw, through 60 miles 
of mountain and thick jungle. At 
Bonchaung station charges were 
laid along 140 feet of the bridge, 
and farther on, in the cliffside 
overhanging the railwoay. One ex- 
plosion touched off a landslide that 
brought hundreds of tons of earth 
and rock cascading onto the track. 
It was heard by Michael Calvert 
10 miles to the south. As he 
watched fragments of the bridge 
hurtle skyward, Fergusson. ex- 
claimed happily, “All my life I’ve 
wanted to blow up bridges.” 

On the night of March 2 Major 
Arthur Emmett’s column and 
Major Jefferies’ party formed up 
at the foot of a hill in thin 
jungle three miles from Kyaikthin, 
situated on the railway 40 miles 
south of Nankan. They planned 
to blow up the line at midnight. 
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“DON'T PAY ANY ATTENTION TO HIM. WE REALLY DO WANT 
YOU TO STAY FOR DINNER!" 
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At 10:30 p. m., just as they were 


moving off, the enemy put in a 


surprise attack with two train- 
loads of troops sent down from 
Wuntho, It was a model attack 
carried out with great dash. The 


. = Japs closed in with mortars and 


Tommy guns blazing, grenades ex- 
ploding, and tracer bullets guiding 
their fire in the pitch dark, and 
made a terrific hullabaloo with 
firecrackers and wild battle cries. 
The Chindits’ mules stampeded, 
knocked over men, and broke up 
parties assembled for the attack 
on the railway. Loads came un- 
heoked and equipment was scat- 
tered as the animals galloped off 
in all directions. It was an ugly 
situation, but one that had been 
rehearsed time and again during 
the training period. The Chindits 
carried out a lightning dispersal 
into battle positions. Visibility was 
nil. Some parties of Chindits and 
Japs lay a few feet from each 
other, firing blind at sound. One 
Gurkha trooper bumped into a 
figure in the dark and gripped 
him by the hand. Simultaneously 
the two men whispered a greet- 
ing—-one in Gurkhali, the other in 
Japanese. The Gurkha's reaction 
was quicker, Ina flash he shoved 
his rifle into the Jap's stomach 
and pressed the trigger. 
8. SR 

KIRMISHING and sniping con- 
S tinued all the next day, while 

the Chindits, making the most 
of every scrap of cover in the thin 
jungle, assembled the mules and 
collected scattered equipment. One 
large group under Major Emmett 
found itself cut off with most of 
its mules killed or missing the 
bulk of its equipment gone and 
its wireless set lost, and was 
forced to retreat to the Chindwin. 
The rest of the force crept down 
to the railway that night In 
small parties according to a pre- 
arranged drill. At 3 a, m. the 
Jap commander heard a_ sharp 
explosion, then two more. The 
first glimmer of daylight revealed 
that the British had blown up 
the railway in three places right 
under his nose, and had van- 
ished, leaving no tracks, into 
pathless jungle. 

The raiders assembled at a ren- 
dezvous a few miles from the line 
and pushed on eastward. Several 
days later they were joined by 
Major Dunlop’s column at a for- 
ward rendezvous 10 miles west of 
the Irrawaddy. Dunlop’s men 
had cut the railway in two places 
15 miles north of Kyaikthin with- 
out encountering opposition, 

The pattle of Kyaikthin had been 
a reverse. The losses in mules 
and equipment had been consider- 
able and the Chindits had suffered 
a number of casualties. One siz- 
able party had been forced out of 
the camvaign. Nevertheless, the 
two southern columns had so far 
achieved all of their tactical objec- 
tives. They had _ succeeded in 
drawing the main Jap concentra- 
tions away from the northern 
group. They had blown up the 
railway at five points according to 
plan. They remained a fighting 
body and continued to advance to- 
ward the Irrawaddy, 

Wingate had by now achieved 
two of his main objectives: He 
had severed the spinal cord of the 
Jap communications system: he 
had relieved the pressure on the 
Kachin Levies to the north. It was 
from Mvitkyina that all the Japa- 
nese troops operating against the 
Kachin Levies in the Fort Hertz- 
Sumprabum area had heen‘ sup- 
plied. After the line hed been cut, 
the offensive arainst Sumprabum 
ceased altogether. But after 
“messing up.” as Wingate nut it, 
80 miles of the Mandalay-Mvitky- 
ina railwav in as manv different 
places, the Chindits did not, as the 
Japanese expected, turn around 
and head for home. Thev stabbed 
deeper and deeper Into enemy-oc- 
cuvied territory, wined out Jap 
outposts. sabotaged military stores, 
put roads and bridges out of com- 
mission. They kept an area of 
10,000 square miles in a constant 
uproar and spread confurion and 
panic throughout all of Northern 
Burma. 

Day and night each Chindit 
claimed the agitated attention of 
more than 10 Japaneset The air 
waves crackled with frantic mes- 
sages from Jap field commanders 
to headquarters in Mandalay: 
“British force has cut railroad,” 
“British force, operating far be- 
hind Japanese lines.” “British force 
advancing toward Irrawaddy Riv- 
er.” At one point Wingate inter- 
cepted a report from one Jan gar- 
rison, which claimed that it had 
been pushed out of a village py a 
“huge force” of at least 2000 troops. 
This outpost had been stormed

by a raiding party of 60 men. 

The Japs were still utterly be- 
wildered. Was this the remains 
of the British Army which had 
retired to India?’ Or was it the 
spearhead of an invasion of Bur- 
ma? Where did the elusive raiders 
come from, and where were they 
going? The Japanese rushed re- 
inforcements from Yunan Prov- 
ince and sent scouting parties in 
all directions to comb the jungle. 
They buzzed around the country- 
side like bees out of an upturned 
hive. The Chindits often lay in 
the jungle at the side of a road 
watching truckload after truck- 
load of Japs tearing up and down 
hunting for them. Sometimes they 
spotted enemy trackers searching 
for their footprints on the jungle 
trails; few of these tfackers ever 
got back to make a report. Pa- 
trols clashed. At night scouts 
bumped into each other in the jun- 
gle. But the British “army” the 
Japs were looking for could be 
found nowhere—because it did not 
exist. This army of ghosts haunt- 
ed the Japs, preying on their 
nerves like the tap, tap of the in- 
visible “brain fever” bird that 
drives men mad in the jungle. 

The Brigadier’s strategy was to 
attack the enemy only when and 
where it suited him. Always in 
danger of being heavily outnum- 
bered, the Chindits stood little 
chance in prolonged battles. Win- 
gate did as he had done in Ethio- 
pia, adapting his tactics to the 
jungle. His columns bedeviled the 
Japs with murderous nocturnal 
forays and lightning daytime raids, 
Information provided by the Bur- 
mese led to countless successful 
ambushes. Again and again Chin- 
dits bobbed up from nowhere, hit 
the astonished enemy hard and 
swiftly, and melted away into the 
jungle. Wingate'’s slogan, radioed 
to his column commanders, was a 
verses from Ecclesiastes IX: 
“Whatsoever thy hand findeth to 
do, do with thiy might.” 

“Times of darkness, mist and 
storm,” he told them, “these are 
our times for achievement. Fight 
when you have the advantage of 


surprise, When surprise is lost, 
break off the action. Never wait 
for the enemy to attack. Evade 
him.” The Chindits relied mainly 


on speed of movement to evade 
Jap concentrations. They would 
stab at an objective, then cover 
five or six miles at top speed be- 
fore the Japs could bring up more 
troops. Frequently they covered 
20 miles, and occasionally 30 miles, 
of thick jungle a day in a tem- 
perature of 105 degrees in the 
shade. Wingate saw to it that not 
a moment was wasted. He had 
forbidden’ shaving, because it 
would have meant 10 minutes less 
sleep. Incidentally, he had a the- 
ory that malaria could be kept 
down by constant marching, and 
he was proved right. There were 
only one or two cases*while the 
columns were on the march. 
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HEN swift movement was 
W impossinie, the Chindits used 
a variety of strategems to 
give the enemy the slip. The Japs 
were averse to using the jungle 
and when patrolling kept to well- 
defined paths; the Chindits, wher- 
ever possible, kept to the jungle. 
If they ventured onto a beaten 
track, they took laborious precau- 
tions to cover up footprints, and 
sent out deception groups to lay 
false trails, planting animal drop- 
pings for complete realism. This 
constant necessity for deceptive 
measures lessened the boredom of 
perpetual marching, and became 
a game designed expressly for 
the irritation and confusion of 
“Leftenant Wot-an-army.” 
Wingate had as yet set no limit 
to the objectives of the expedition. 
In pushing eastward his immedi- 
nate intention was to engage the 
attention of all the enemy 
troops in Northern Burma, thus 
relieving the pressure on the 
Chinese and drawing up from 
Mandalay Japanese reserves which 
might otherwise have served as 
reinforcements on the Arakan 
front. There was also propaganda 
work to be done in the villages, 
and certain vital “jobs” had to be 
carried out east of the Irrawaddy. 
If things went well, there was no 
telling what might be accom- 
plished. His demolition experts— 
Calvert, Fergusson, Jeffries and the 
rest—were already thinking long- 
ingly of the great steel bridges on 
the Jap-held section of the Burma 
Road. Meanwhile, there wag the 
Irrawaddy to come,

N INTENSIVE campaign to get eligible 
voters in St. Louis and St. Louis 
County on the registration lists 

reached a peak in a special registration 
Tuesday in the city, Tuesday and Wednes- 
day in the county, brought a heavy turnout 
despite rather adverse weather. In St. Louis, 
36,359 persons registered, bringing total 
listed voters to 378,795. In the county, 
where enrollment was about 120,000 before 
last Tuesday, the two-day registration 
added names estimated in excess of 20,000, 
but exact figures were unavailable because 
of delay in returns from outlying towns and 
unincorporated areas. Purpose of the spe- 
cial enrollment was to provide numerous 
convenient registration places, encourage

and permanent. From the rubble of bombed-out cities, 
Government planners foresee new residential and commer- 
cial buildings rising according to a master plan, based on 
a reversal of past tendencies toward centralization. The 
plan will aim at greater community life, more spacious 
housing, and less congestion, instead of haphazard growth. 
First provision is to be repairing of wrecked homes where 
that is possible. Next will come temporary housing, with 
prefabricated houses to be set up by the Government on a 
mass production basis, rented to fill needs until permanent 
homes are adequate. They may number as many as half 
a million. On the permanent program is construction of 
four million family units over a 10 to 12-year period by pri- 
vate industry under Government supervision. Plans call for 
about 300,000 permanent new homes in the first two postwar 
years; local authorities already have acquired sites for 
200,000. On this page are shown one of the plans for 
reconstruction, and the exterior and interior of a factory- 
made temporary house designed by the Ministry of Works.

WO railroad battalions of the Army 
Service Forces are now being trained in 

St. Louis railroad yards and on trains 
operating out of here for a big job-—the op- 
eration of trains in combat zones throughout 
the world. These men, commanded by 
Major Thomas J. Brennan, former Great 
Northern Railway trainmaster, are stationed 
at Jefferson Barracks.

PRIVATE flyer’s view of St. Louis 
might be the caption for the above 
picture except for two facts—the pri 

vate flyer seldom reaches the altitude of 
16,200 feet, at which the picture was taken, 
and, if he did, he could not see what the 
reader sees. 

The explanation of the latter statement 
lies in the film used in a conventional four 
by five-inch news camera with an exposure 
of 1-50 of a second at f. 5.6. This film is 
specially sensitized for infra red rays, which 
have a longer wave length and lie just be- 
yond the red end of the visible spectrum, 
and a red filter was used behind the lens 
to eliminate blue and ultra violet light. 

Altitude, plus specially sensitized film, 
dwarfed St. Louis, pushing the horizon back 
across St. Louis and St. Charles counties to 
Franklin, Warren and Lincoln counties, 
more than 50 miles distant—penetrating 
haze to a distance invisible to human eye. 

Similarly, altitude, representing the per- 
spective gained by experience, plus tech- 
nically sensitized brains, have made it pos- 
sible for aviation experts to push back the 
horizon of the future—penetrating haze 
which veils postwar aviation to a distance 
invisible to the layman's eye. 

When Oliver L. Parks, president of Parks 
Air College, laid before the Municipal Air- 
port Commission, of which he is a member, 
the suggested sites for airparks for private 
flyers, he had ample support in his request 
for prompt action from other experts who 
likewise were qualified to photograph the 
future horizon of aviation. 

Administrator Charles I. Stanton of the 
Civil Aeronautics Administration, discuss 
ing St. Louis’ airport needs, told the writer 
that, in addition to contemplated major air- 
ports, St. Louis should have “eight or 10 
small, close-in fields, in or near residential 
districts where most of the private flyers 
may be expected to live.”

Burden said. “The volume of private plane 
sales depends to a large extent upon the 
utility of the airplane, and the utility of pri- 
vate aircraft will depend largely on an 
extensive system of conveniently located 
airports for the private flyer.” 

Emphasizing that private flying offers 
aviation’s only opportunity to become a 
mass production industry, with attendant 
opportunities for postwar employment, 
Parks urged on the Municipal Airport Com- 
mission the necessity for immediately per- 
fecting plans for at least six of the airparks. 
With these plans finished and on the shelf, 
he- said, St. Louis would be in a position to 
make the most of any Federal funds which 
might become available under a plan for 
Federal participation in airport construction, 
as advocated by the CA A. 

Parks made it plain that his conception 
of the airpark is not to be confused with the 
barren, dusty private flying field of the past. 
Plans prepared by Study, Farrar and Ma- 
jers and the associated firm of Hoener and 
Hubbard, at Parks’ expense, make the most 
of architectural and landscaping possibili- 
ties. Runways would be 1600 to 2000 feet 
in length and hangars would be provided 
for about 400 planes at the typical airpark. 

Addressing the opening session of the 
Board of Aldermen last month, Mayor Aloys 
P. Kaufmann called for “an inspired airport 
program,’ as part of the $60,000,000 postwar 
improvement plan to be financed in part by 
funds from a $36,000,000 bond issue pro- 
posal to be submitted at the August | pri- 
mary election. A $10,000,000 allocation for 
airports is planned. 

Early this month, Horner and Shifrin, con- 
sulting engineers, were retained by the city 
and immediately began consideration of the 
Parks proposal.

N THE 30 months since the United States was caught well- 
nigh defenseless at Pearl Harbor its Army has grown 
from a half-million men to nearly 8,000,000. The growth 

of its armament and the change in its quality has been 
equally formidable and impressive. Pictures on these two 
pages graphically contrast American weapons then and 
now. On Page Three of today’s Editorial Section is a story 
by Richard L. Stokes, a Washington correspondent of the 
Post-Dispatch, detailing our military arms expansion. From 
a meager Air Force that was hopelessly outclassed in the 
tragic first days of the Pacific war, the United States has 
developed one of the mightiest air arms in the world. The 
infantry, in 1940 still armed with the 1903 Springfield rifle, 
now carries quite generally the semi-automatic Garand, 
which gives 15,000 men the firing power of 37,500 armed 
with Springfields, and also is equipped with weapons for- 
merly assigned to artillery. Antiaircraft weapons have in- 
creased in range, to reach the substratosphere; even TN T 
has been surpassed as an explosive.
